Protest of an alleqedly restrictive solici- 
tation provision is untimely, and will not 
be considered on the merits, where not 
filed in GAO until after the closinq date. 

Colonial Ford Truck Sales, Inc. protests the inclu- 
sion of an alleaedly restrictive profit limitation 
provision in solicitation No. DLA700-84-R-0259, issued 
by the Defense Loqistics Aqency for replacement engine 
parts. We dismiss the protest as untimely. 

Our Rid Protest Procedures require that protests 
based on alleqed solicitation improprieties which were 
apoarent prior to the closinq date €or receipt of ini- 
tial proposals must be filed prior to that date. 4 
C.F.R. 21.2(b)(l) (1983). We have been advised by 
the aqency that the closing date here was January 19, 
1984. Since the alleqed deficiency clearly was evident 
when Colonial received the solicitation, the protest 
filed on January 27 is untimely and will not be consid- 
ered on the merits.
